THE NEW FACE 0" A§ OLD PARTY.

It is sometimes psled why, of all the reli.
pious sects in this country, the Roman Ca
tholics exeite the most hostility, and are
oftenest most roverely denounced, Have
they not, it is aaked, exactly the same rights
an all other sects ¥ Certainly they have; but
the diffieulty is that the Roman eclergymen
are not satisfled. They are determined to be
a politionl party also, Indeed, not only have
ulrtho socts equal rights before the law, but
the uniform tone of tha press—axeapt, of
course, the religious press, which naturally
advocates its various theological views—is
one of equal respect for all communions,
Naithor the Methodisls, nor the Baptista, nor
the Presbyterinns, nor the Unitarians, nor
the Episcopalians, mor the Congregation-
alists, nor the Roman Catholics, nor the
(Quakers, can justly complain that, ns seotls,
they are not treated with the utmest impar-
tiality nnd respect in all newspaper disons-
sions. What is called the attack upon the
Roman Catholies is properly the attack of the
Roman Catholic clergymen npon an integral
part of our political system. The Government
absolutely severs Church from State; and
everybody in dealing with the State leaves
his sectarian views behind him, except the
Roman priest, The rest of us are not Pres-
byterians and Baptists and Methodists when
we take part in politics; we are American citi-
zens only. Dut the Roman priest insists that
he and his sect shall be regarded by the State
a8 Romanists, It is the instinctive opposition
to that claim which is called the attack upon
the Roman Catholies,

The Boman Church, which for solong a
time controlled the chief governments in the
world, has never relinguished the theory that
the ecclesiastical, or what it preferred to call
the religious, authority was, necessarily, supe-
rior to the temporal. Hence the Pope claimed
the right to dethrone kings and release sub-
jects from their allegiance. 'This was the
dootrine and the practice of Grogory VIL
Clement VII absolved the subjects of Henry
VIII from their daty, as Innocent III had
absolved these of King Joln. Thus the
Roman Catholic leaders have always
chosen to be a political party, while
they have claimed the immunity of a reli-

ions sect, It was this fatal folly that
od to the execution of Campian and the
Seminary priests in England under Elizabeth.
The country was full of the emissaries of
Philip and the Pope, stirring np conspiracy
against the Government. It was simply a
struggle for life and death., Campian wonld
not say that he believed the Pope conldab-
golve the political allegiance of the snbject.
That was the notorious dootrine of the
Chureh; and therefore, when some one ex-
claimed, “‘In your Catholicism all treason is
contained !" he expressed a very general feel-
ing, Oampian declared that he was exeouted
for being & Roman Catholic. The truth is
that he was punished for incnleating, at that
maost eriticnf moment, the doctrine that a

Roman bishop was the political superior of |

the English Queen, a doctrine which, at the
time and under the circmmstances, was in-
tolerable.

When the English Roman Catholics songht
release from their political disabilities a cen-
tury ago they repudiated this doctrine, and
the “‘seminaries” upon the Continent also ox-
pressly denied it, But the Pope now re-
asgerts it, and unquestionably with great
logical force. The clergy of his Church in
this conntry support his position by demand-
ing that one of the fundamental conditions
:f this Government—namely, the total
separation of Church and State—shall be
abolished. They deny, indeed, that they
demand it. Rev, Mr. Preston says, in
urgin%a division of the school fund:—*‘The
State has nothing to do with religion; it only
recognizes the fact that there are so many chil-
dren who belong to a particular communion,
and gives to them their proportion of the
fund." But surely Mr. Preston sees that
when the State does this it recognizes sects,
while non.recognition of sects is the very es-
sential point, When the Btate does what he
suggests, it educates the children not as citi-
zens but as Methodists, BDaptists, and Roman-
ista. And precisely becanse experience has
tanght the people the deplorable conse-
quences of doing this very thing did they pro-
hibit the State from knowing who belongad
to one ‘“‘particular communion” and who to
another. The people have iwmperatively de.
clared that neither pope, ecardinal, arch-
bishop, bishop, priest, nor deacon of any
sect, nor any person whatever in a sectarian
capacity, almIFmeddla with politics.

0 we therefore deny the right of Roman
Oatholic priests, as Ameriean citizens, to do
what they can to persuade the people to
change the law, and to permit the State to
become sectarian? Not at all. They may
and they do argne for it, precisely as wo argoe

st it. But while they are doing this
they must not talk about persecution and re-
ligious liberty and the rights of conscience,
TE(! State says that secular education shall be
freely provided for ell children. The Roman
CUatholie priests say that they think secular
education is irreligions, and claim to have a
certain share of the money raised, or to be
relensed from taxation. The Btate replies
that it is impossible to do that without
falling into immenasurable difficulties; but,
of course, it does not oppose any kind of
religions instruction under private direction;
it simply declines to give it. It cannot aban-
don 1s system of free and umnsectarian
sohools because of a plea that mere secular
instruction is irreligious, nny more than it
can abandon its laws againgt bigamy, and the
taxation that enforeces them, beoanse of a
plea that there isasect which holds poly-
gamy to be a pert of its religion. "The State
will interfere with no man's religion, but it
will punish bigamy, One class of citizens may
raige a point of conscience against the teach.
ing of this branch of knowledge, mnother
against that, But the common sense ol
nﬁ gshows that as all must be educated,
and can be best eduented at the gcommon ox-
pense, the ouly prapticable and just nnd eqnal
method is to provide an clementary seenlar
educution for all, and to leave religious in-
struction to tha direction of parents, "This
is what the Roman priests as politicians op-
pose, and insist that not to yield to them is
to coerce their conscience! So the old slavery
arty used to urge that to forbid slavery
in the Territories was to deny egual rights
and to withstand Christianity. They were
mistaken; and the nmew party will discover
that it is mistoken also.

USEFUL DISCONTENT.

Before the war, when the nation had muoh
lois than now to boast of, we were all rather
boastful. We used to brag rathor loudly of
ounr free schools, for instance, and of the
career open to all young people whom they

trained. BSince the war, an opoch of aroaking
haw net in,  Perhaps it will disappenr with
the income tax: but moanwhile it is the

fashion to say that our whole system, schools
and all, leads to a great deal of heart-burn-
ing and soelal discontent.  Wo have ssen this
more or less plainly hinted in half-a-dozen
specchos and essays of late, mostly from per-
sons frosh from foreign travel; for yonr
travelled American is apt to boast of his
pative land until he returns to its shores, or
rather ha ia like Horace Walpols, who said
that he shounld love his country very much,
if it were not for his conntrymen, And ag
your American, under such circumstances, is
apt to ba sulfering under a doubls discontent

-that which took him abroad, and that which
attacks him on returning—his eye for that
emotion must naturally be protty shan‘

Sowe are discontented, are we? "The bet-
tor for us! Itis the maxim of Oriental gov-
ernments that a man ghould be *‘content with
his cnste,” It is the result of modern govern-
ments that he should be discontented with it.
It applies not merely to Ameries, but to all
countries so far as they are Amerioanized.

Modern history is the history of discontent,
aud since the rf':rtmoh Revolation the old
social order has satisfied nobody, Mrs,
Trench, in her delightful letters, found great
fixedness of caste in Germany in 1799, and
contrasted it with *‘the mixture of ranks”
which was already visible in London. “Here,
every one remains contentedly in their own
class—there, all are struggling to associate
with those above them, whence procesds a
vast share of expense and dissipation,” Yot
now Uarmrmr i8 where England was then,
and the England of to-day secms a “‘flerce
democracie” compared with the England of
George IV.

Is all this a good thing? Certainly it is,
The first step towards improvement is discon-
tent. Dissatisfaction with manual labor, for
instance, makes men work with their brains;
and this is what keeps the Patent Office busy.
‘‘Set men working by the piece,” said the
head of a great manufactory, “‘and each man
begins to contrive some way to save labor,
and soon they accomplish more. Zhay dou-
Ue vight up.,” In this way, the great mecha-
nieal improvements come. TJ.\EE! away the
wholesome discontent as regards poverty and
hard work, and the man invents no more
machines, but becomes one himsealf,

Wordsworth, the poet, thought it well that
the poor should learn to read, and perhaps to
write. “‘But this,” he added, *‘is far from
equally certain.” The poorest immigrant on
our shores is, so far, wiser than the philos-
ophie poet, that he finds it gquite certain that
his child will need the whole of the three R's,
He knows it will make him discontented, and
sends him to school for that purpose. Once
fortified with *‘learning,” the boy is expected
to make some use of it to bacome a saint, or
an alderman, or something. The London cos-
termonger told Mr. Mayhew that every man
wished his son to have a botter start in the
world than he himself had; and what is there
a vision may here be a reality. If our free
schools excite all with the wish to bs gentle-
men and ladies, so mueh the better. The uni-
versal struggle will, in time, elovate the mean-
ing of those words. Indeed, it has already
done o, ‘“‘Gentleman” and lady” once im-
plied a social distinction, but they now imply
a personal distinction—they refer to manners
and education, not to property or pursuit. It
is a great step. People advertise for “‘salas-
ladies” in shops, assuming the new but true
opinion that every shopwoman should be as
ladylike as her customers. Even in Evgland—
partly throngh the reflex influence of America
—the same improvement goeson; and yon
may “‘hear a tinmnan in a municipal couneil
rebuke a grocer for not behaving like a gen-
tleman, or a candidate address the mob at the
hustings as ‘gentlemen and electors.”"

This social ambition brings follies with it,
no doubt. Dut the first thing is to have the
ambition—the power to directit wisely comes
afterwards. Bocial discontent leads foolish
people to folly, but it leads the wise to self-
improvement, to virtue, culture, and the
graces. ‘The energy that marks American
men, the “capable” qualities that mark the
American woman, grow directly from our
soc¢ial condition, and, above all, from our free
schools. Where all are educated, the days of
privilego are ended. Bringing each year a now
generationinto the pursuits of life, onr sshools
gradually infuse throngh the whole community
a degire for something better than their fathers
had. With a few this desire will take the
form of ‘‘shoddy” display. With others it
will take the form of more rational and agreo-
able living, It will lead some to despise
labor, but others will learn by it to elevate
labor into something more eonobling and
more atiractive, The dream of Napoleon
that in I'rance all trades should be elevated
into arts is likely to be first reached in Ame-
rica. Until then, it is the duty of all to be
dissatisfied. The biographer of young Gene-
ral Lowell, who fell so nobly in the late war,
says that, after leaving college, “‘he wviewaed
the actual order of things with a generous
discontent, of which Mr, Emerson said:—'I
hope he will never get rid of it."" And the
attitude of that young hero is the proper atti-
tude for all.

THE GREAT EXODUS.

Nearly all the advaatages,
such as schools, churobes, railroads, and the
like, wo now possoss, With nine hundred
miles of railropd in operation in our Btate,
one can, in o very short time, traverss nenrly
the whole surface of the State, and obtain n
knowledge of the various localities, their ad-
vantages and inducements for settlemeont.

Tmmigration is pouring in at the rate of
about one thousand per day by the different
lineg of railroad centring within our eastern
border, To this number is to be added the
bundreds and even thousinds coming by
private conveyanoes, bringing their families
and *‘household gods” with them. This num-
bor is not as large as before the era of rail-
roads, Btill, it is very large, as the numeroons
poveried wagons, in the streeta of our largoer
towns, dduilly bear wilness. 'Thess parties
generally bring with them more or less of

stock and houscheld “it‘uhf‘l‘l'." '|'h|\_\r aome
prepared to mako settlement at onoe and opon
up farms,

This universal immigration to Kansas is mn
gpasm; it is based npon no hallncination or
wild fancy. The peweple are lured here not by
droams of sudden wealth throngh mining
speculations, for of the précious metals Kan-
sas hins none, Gold and silver she has none.
But snch as she has ahe given as a gratuity—
landas for the taking, a genial elimate, short
#ensons, and many long and productive
months favorable to the growth of all kinds
of grains and cerenls, She assures the sattler
that he is locating in the greatest stock and
fruit region in all the Western Btates. Here
labor will meet with a sure reward, and oapi-
tal receivo romunerative returns for invest-
ment, Lands bought at 85 this yoar will be
worth $10 next year. We have so often seen
in this State this wonderful multiplieation of
wealth, that we are justified in making these
statoments. 'The real and substantial advan-
tages of Kansas as a field for immigration are
being appreciated, and hence this great
exodus, this pouring in of this unparallaled
stream of immigration to enrich, fertilize,
and adorn the State.

SENATORTAL QUALIFTCATIONS — THE
CASE OF GENERAL AMES,
From the N, Y. Timea.

The debate in the United States Senate on the
credentials of General Ames, the Senator-
elect for the Btate of Mississippi, is full of
ingtruction ng to the meaning and intent of
the Constitution in regard to the qualifica-
tions of the Senatorial office and the right of
any cilizen of the United Btales, of nine
years' standing, to represent any State in the
Union in the Senate or House of Representa-
tives, withont qualification as to the term of
inhabitancy in the State. The Judiciary
Committee reported that General Ames counld
not take his seat becauss he was not an in-
habitant of the State when elected within the
meaning of the Coustitution. It was not
pretended that the question had any material
personal or party signifieance. On the con-
trary, it was conceded that General Ames is
now an inhabitant, and if sent back would
nssuredly be re-elected; but the majority of
the committea claimed that at the time of the
original election he was not an inhabitant in
tho legal sense. In support of this view it
was alleged that if he had failed of an elec-
tion, he might not have remained in Missis-
sippi.

":iho Republican majority in the Senats
differed from this eonclusion and the techni-
eal argument npon which it was fonnded.
Geoneral Ames bad been a resident of Missis-
sippi in his military capacity for abont
eighteen months, When his daties as Mili-
tary Governor wers aboutl to coase, he was
solicited to becomo a candidate for the
Senate, and being of the proper age, and a
citizen of the United States of more than nine
years' residence, and living in Mississippi “‘at
the time, "' it was held that the facts of his
election and acceptance conslituted snfficient
proofs of the other constitutional (qualification
of inhabitancy.

Agide from its immediate interest, the de-
bate developed the technical meaning of the
term ‘“‘inhabitant;” and secondly, the real
intent of the Constitution in the nse of the
term, without prescribing, so far as State
lines are concerned, any particular time or
term of years of inhabitancy. It transpired
that this last point was mmade in the eonven-
tion that framed the Consitution of 1750,
Mr. Rutledge, of Sounth Carolina, moved an
amendment to the effect that three yoars'
local inhabitaney shonld be requirad. Mr.
Read, of Delaware, suggested that as the
convention had met to frame a constitution
in the name of the whole people of the United
States, irrespective of State lines, no such
qualification ought to be imposed. It was
sufficient, he contended, that a Congressman
should be simplyan inhabitant of the State
when elected, of the requisite age, and a citi-
zen for nine years of the United States. Only
two Btates, Sonth Carelina and Georgia, voted
to prescribe a term of State inhabitancy, and
the nmendment was lost.

These facts sufliciently dispose of the vul-
gar taunt of “carpet-bagger,” whether applied
to Genernl Ames or mny other man now re-
presenting the Southern States in the Senate
or Honse of Representatives, or to Mr. Cox,
late of Ohio, representing the Bixth district
of New York. His place of birth or place of
previous residence has really nothing to do
with their qualifications to represent a parti-
cular State, provided, if not born in the
United States, he had been nine years a citi-
zen in any part of the United States; for if
the lute war settled any one point mors em-
phatically}than another, itjwas that we are one
people. The right of the freemen (and freed-
men) of thereconstructed Southern States,
without distinction of race or color, to select
their own representatives, without respect to
their previons inhabitancy, would therefore
seem to be no longer doubtful.

In England, the right of constituencies to
gelect their members of the Commons House
of Parlinment is unlimited. ‘The question of
residence or inhabituncy within the borongh
or couniy has nothing to do with this perfect
freedom of selection. But our Constitution,
without drawing the slightest distinetion as
to citizenship or residence within the United
States, whether North or Bonth, East or
West, requires that the Senator or Repre-
gentative elect to the Congress of the Unitad
States shall Fave a local inhabitaucy at the
time of his election. And it sesms clear from
the tenor of the recent debate that one or
three days' inhabitancy is, for all constitn.
tional ns woll as practical purposes, as good
a5 one or three years.
